Evelyn described him as “‘ one who can 
give very little account of his art by discourse and his hardly capable of reading, 
yet of great abilitie in his calling. The family have been ship carpenters in this 
yard above 100 yeares”’. 

Samuel Pepys in his diary makes several references to both “‘ The London ”’ 


| and her Shipwright. On 10th March, 1664, he wrote ‘‘ At noon to the Change, 


where very hot, people’s proposal of the City giving the King another ship for 
‘The London’ that is lately blown up, which would be very handsome, and if well 
managed might be done ; but I fear if it be put into ill hands, or that the courtiers 
do solicit it, it will never be done ”’. 

In a letter to Secretary Bennet, dated March 9th, 1664, reference is made to _ 
“a rumour in the City that the aldermen and several companies will build the 
King a ship to be called “The London” (Calendar of State Papers, Domestic, 
1664-65, p. 247).
